nor againft whom thefe Preparations were made: 
Bur that -he Sulran had fince chang’d his Mind, and 
had rc‘oly’d not to fall ont with any foreign Poten- 
tate: Yhat nevertheleis he us’d alljhis Endeavours to 
raife what Sums he could, and had fent into the 
Whire-Sea 6 Mer of War, and feveral Galliots to 
drive thence the Privateers that infefted it: That 
he bad likewife fence into the Black-Sea feveral Gal- 
fiots and Brigansines to carry Troops and Ammuni- 
tion to the Forts that have been lately built on the 
Coafis of it: And that the Teftadar, and feveral 
other Officers had been put out of their Imploy- 
ments, 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 19. 
Venice, April 6. We have Advice from Conttan- 
tinople, that the Sultan has difapprov’d the Invafion 
that Zalem Coia had made in Calabria, and com- 
manded that the Slaves fhould be fer at Liberty. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated April 19. 
Venice, April 6. Leuers from Conftantinople of 
the 14th ef laft Month fay, that the Sul:an continu’d 
in bis Refolution of not coming to a Rupture with 
the Chiiftians: That only 3 Ships of the firft Rate, 
and 3 of the Third were fitted our, to cruife againft 
the Capers that infefted the Navigation of the Dar- 
danelles,and that the Workmen and Seamen were dif- 
mifs'd. The firft Sultana is brought to Bed of a Son, 
and another of Twins, for which great Rejoycings 
have been made at the Port. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated April 14. 
Confiantinople, January 4. They write from the 
Mand of Santorini in the Archipelago, Siruate about 
28 Leagues to the Northward of the City of Can-

no Bottom. And laftly in the Month of November 
aft, 1707, the Volcano produc’d an Ifland, that was 
rine two Miles round, and grew yet bigger and 
‘eger_on the rft of December, by the Rocks and 
new Matter that were Spew’d out. This laft Con- 
1 eration Was preceded, like all the former, by vio- 


ent Barthquakes,follow’d by thick Clouds of Smoak 
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that came out of the Sea in the Day-time, and by 
Fiames of in the Night, atrended bs a dreadtul 
Roaring trom under Ground. Lhe of this 
Vulcano under the Sea, has no Example upon Land, 
and what renders them Credible is, thar che Mland 
of San-urini 1s almoft all compos'd of burnt Rocks 
anc Fumice-ftones: Howeverit produces {ume Corn, 
though ic hath meither Rivers nor Springs, nor in- 
deed any other Warer bur what is kept in Uitterns. 
From the Amft. and Leid. Gazettes, dated April 20. 
_Vienna, April 7. We have Advice that the Ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Imperial Majefty have dcclai’d 
to the Diet at Piesbourg, ikatthe Empciour perfitt- 
ed in his Reiolution co continue that Affembiy, till 
they had taken due Meafures to Redrefs the Grie- 
vances of the Hungarians, and to re-eftablith and 
confirm that People in their ancient Libertics and 
Priviledges : Upon which the Cardinal of Saxe- 
Zeytz return’d them Thanks in the Name of the 
Diet.

We have Advice that Count 
Berezeni hearing that the Emperour had given the 
Command of his Army in Hungary to General Hei- 
fter, declar’d openly at Table, that he was an Ex- 
perienc’d Officer, and would nor fail ro cur out 
Work for tae Malecontenrs, and that he retir’d thar 
Day into the Towns of the Mountains. We hear 
too that Count Caroli, and feveral other General
